Azor H. Niokerson of the regular army 
to save his "honor." 
Kickeraon had 


a faithful, respectable wife and n little 
daughter in 1830. 
lu Jane of that year 


he induced her to go with the child to 
Germany, for a temporary residence 
there. He accompanied her to the ship, 
bade her an affectionate good-by, and 
for two years wrote frequently and 
mads regular remittances for her flap- 
port. 
Then the letters ceased, and aft- 


er waiting for a year she received * 
telagxam from her mother in San Fran- 
cisco advising her that her husband 
had secured a fraudulent divorce and 
was again married. 
This was in April 


last. 
The betrayed wife at once com- 


menced 
procceedings 
to assort her 


rights. 
It was ascertained that the 


divorce was procured ia a Philadelphia 
court, though Niokersou was a resident 
of another State. 
To giija color to bis 


claim of citizenship in Pennsylvania, 
he hired a room in Philadelphia and 
occupied it thirteen nights ia fourteen 
months, (pending the rest of the time 
in Washington. 
The cause for which 


ha procured a divorce was desertion. 
He swore falsely that he had been a 
resident of Philadelphia since 1380— 
two yaars before tha hiring of his room 
—and that his wife's desertion dated 
from July in the sauae year, 
The wife 


bad fortunately preserved his letters 
and the proof of his remittances for 
two years. 
His last letter wna Muy 


31st, 1882, twenty-nme days lifter he 
bad filed his libel against her divorce, 
but not a word of complaint was offured, 
neither was any intimation conveyed of 
bis proceedings. The wife has won her 
case, the court having set aside the 
divorce as fiadulent, and denounced 
the course of the major in public court 
in the severest terms.

Th« visit of a JOITBNAL representative 


to the 'Stato Insane Asylum, develops 
for publication, quite a* number of in- 
teresting faota concerning that institu- 
tion and its management. 
Evidently 


Doctors Bishop and Bergsteia are work- 
ing energetically in the interest of the 
State, and the result of their labors is 
evident from what follows: A glance 
at the Asylum grounds and buildings 
suffices to indicate the notiva manner in 
which a number of needed improve- 
ments, authorized by the Board, are be- 
ing can-iac) forward. 


IMPBOYEMENl'S. 


To enumerate: A spacious recreation 


yard 78x78 feet, for tho use of the 
fomala patients has baon enclosed with 
a substantial fence, and within the en- 
closure has been constructed a neat and 
attractive pavilion 28x33 which fur- 
nishes a pleasant retreat and an abuu- 
dauce of shade; enabling the women to 
anjoy the much uaoded advantages of 
opsu air and exercise. 
A similar, but 


much larger structure, 40x60, has beau 
erected in the men's yard, which affords 
ample shelter from inclement wduthar, 
and tho hot rays ot cha sun. The plas- 
tered walls and inside finish in tho 
male ward devoted to the moat violent 
patients has been greatly damaged iu 
the past, and u necessary improvement 
in the shape of a complete wainscoting 
of the rooms and corridors, to a height 
of seven feet, has been latslj accom- 
plished. 
On>» other of the male wards 


will soon receive a like finishing. The 
steam boilers occupying the basement 
of the north end of the main building, 
and immediately under the recreation 
room, hav» been a constant menace to 
tho safety of tlie building and its in- 
inates, and tho Boaid has authorized 
their removal.

A VATAL MISTAKE.
